4 CYCLONIC FORK THROUGH GEORGIA. 


The Winds of the Gulf Rush With 


Fury Across to Hatteras. 


DISASTERS OF THE DAY IN COLUMBUS.

A volume of cloud, with a loud rumbling 
noise, was observed moving northward from the 
Alabama line yesterday,near the edge of Har- 
ris county. The skiesoverhead assumed a dull 
leaden hue, with that peculiar tint which de- 
notes an overcharge of the electric current. 
The great handle which marked the track of 
the destructive fuanel from the gulf here 
split like the prongs of a fork, the one taking 
a northeast direction, following the valley 


of the Chattahoochee, further up 
bending to the west, striking Cave 
Springs and Rome, across the 


country, through Bartow, Cherokee, Pickens 
and other counties west, seeking out an out- 
let possibly in the vicinity of Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia. The other prong took an eastern 
curye, careering through Dougherty, Sumter, 
across to Columbia up to Elbert, 
and out to the Atlautic at Hatteras. -Along 
the track of this fork of disaster the destruc- 
life and property, from. reports 
received, was fearful. One of the first results 
was the destruction of the wires, thus 
rendering news difficult to obtain. It 
wes after eleven o'clock last night 
before Tuk ConsTITUTION could secure com- 
munication with its correspondents. As it is 
enough has come in to show that two hun- 
dred lives at least must have been lost; that 
five thousand houses must have been destroy- 
ed; and that the damage to property must 
reach one million dollars. The storiesof suf- 
fering are incredible. The storm pursued the 
well known course, from the gulf to the 
northeast. Thestory as toldin the interviews 
and telegrams following will give a good idea 
of the extent of the destruction.

The Seene in the City. 

Between 1 and 2 o'clock the heavens became over: 
cast, and a perfect flood of ;rain fell upon the ciy. 
The clouds increased in deusily, and several times 
during the afternoon the darkness became so deep 
thatit was impossible toread. It was evident to 
those who had watched the course of previous 
storms that great damage must have resulted if this 
storm was genera! taroughout the state. The first sign 
of the daiger which wasiminent was witnessed at 
the telegraph offica, when one of the operators 
jumped from the keyboird, exelaming: 

‘@reat heavens!”’ 

Work ceased forawhile, and when the attempt 
was made to get connection with severa! points it 
was discovered that the city was being isolaied. 
The storm around Doraville, on the Air- Line road, 
had torn up the houses and carricd several of them 
across the railroad, breaking the wires iu crossing, 
so communication that way wasct off. The next 
give way was along the Wes- 

Atlantic. Soon the» snapping 
of the cut off Montgomery; then 
Columbus, gave way, Macon followed. At 5:30 
o'clock there was not an office in the country 
Which could be called up by the Atlanta office. 
The linemen were at work, however, and by 10 
o'clock communication with all points was restor- 
ed. Taen the wires were laden with the tale of the 
day's disaster to THE CONSTITUTION office, and At- 
lanta was ounce more the hub of the uuiverse. 

WIND AND RAIN IN ATLANTA. 

Atlanta did not get hershare of the wiud until 
lasi night. 

A very heavy raia-fall -¥isited the city about 5 
p. m.,and about 2 o’clock yesterday there was a 
gustof wind that made 32 miies per hour. That 
was the fag end of the cyclone. The wind soon 
settied down after that, and was comparatively 
quiet until about 8, when it started again, blowing

the instrument in the observer's office recorded a 
wind of 836 miles per hour, but it dropped off 
slightly toward ene. The wind was from west oi 
northwest and howled dismally ground the streets. 
Doors, windows and blinds rattled and Clattered 
and awnings flapped and fluttered. Pedestrians 
were in great danger and realizing that 
fact betook themselves to home quiet 
earlyin the night, No casualties were heard of, 
butitis probable that the dawn of day will show 
ihe wind’s work. It was the hardest wind since 
October. The rainfalljyesterday was .87, notan un 
Usa! figure. Athalf past nine last night the ther 
Mometer stood at 53and at half past twelve it had 
dropped to 36 and was going down at an almost un. 
Precedented rate. 
Up the Marietta and North Georgia. 
When the State road train drew up under the 
carshed at half past eight o'clock last night Colonel 
Towers, assistant keeper of the penitentiary, was 
among those who alighted. THe ConstiruTion had 
been telegraphed ahead that Colonel Towers could 
give an account of the terrible devastations by the 
Stormalong the line of the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad. | 
“Yes, said the colonel. ‘“‘l can give you an ac- 
countof whatI saw. You can form no idea of the 
€Xtent of the destruction that the storm has 
Wrought in the mountain counties. I have seen 
the tracks of most of the south Georgia cyclones, 
but I have never seen one that swept over such 
a wide track and left such a 
pathway of ruin behind it as did thisone. Just 
think of a sweep of wind wiping outa strip of 
timber three miles acrossand making it look like 
an immense mowing machine had been run 
throngh it! Iteut cleanly at the edges. This side 
of the cyclone’s track was as sharp and as well de- 
fined asa row of miliet; the other side was a littls

jagged, but notvery much so. Between these two 
sides nothing but devastation lay. Trees that had 
stood for nearly a hundred years, the largest oaks 
and hickory were snapped off like straws or pulled 
up by their roots. Everything that was high enough 
tocateh the force of the wind was twisted off and 
liamense trunks and branches of trees were piled 
helter skelter over the face of the earth. I couldat 
one time see two miles up the track of the storm, 
Rud such ruin I never saw before. Trees and 
houses had been strewn around like straws. and 
wherever I looked I saw nothing but a scene of 
wild disorder and neartrending destruction.” 
WUERE THE STORM STRUCK. 

“Where didthe storm strike the Marietta and 
North Georgia road?’’ 

“The storm struck the track at Tates and extend. 
ed from 
miles.’’ 

‘‘How did it come uy, ”?’’ 

*“l was notin the storm, but I have had a graphic 
description of it from a man who narrowly escaped 
with his life. It had been raining a young deluge 
all day, and about two o'clock lt rained particular- 
ly hard. The rain came down in the wildest tor- 
rents and wathed off the whole face 
of the country. After that there came 
acalm and everything was quiet and peaceful. 
Suddenly the people of Tates heard a deep rum- 
bling sound like dis'ant thunder or an immense 
waterfall. Quick asa flash and without a second’s 
warning the siormstruck them. The trees swayed, 
snapped and went crashing to the ground. The 
houses went over and ip a balf minute's time the 
quiet little town of Tates with its half dozen fami- 
lies had not a house left standing, Perhaps a town 
never was wiped from the face of the earth 
in such Short order. Theinhabitants were thrown 
out into the storm and their household furniture, 
beds, clothing, papers, etc., went flying through 
the air. Mr. Darnell was counting money in his 
Store, and a lot of it blew away. He calculates 
that he lost about forty dollars in greenbacks by 
that whiff of wind.’’ 

WHAT WAS LOST AT TATES. 

“What was destroyed at Tates?’’ 

“A new store house two stories high, the 
property of Darnell and Tate, Cool springs 
church, the dwellings of L. J. Darnell, John Perry, 
Luke Woed, Mrs. Dooly, Betsy Caitwood, Perry 
Pottle, Pink Morrit and Jack Goss, ‘hs latter col- 
ored, and an outhouse of Mr. Griffith, Were all 
blown down and a fine horse belonging to one of 
the citizens was killed. Mrs. Darnell, Miss Brad 
ford, Joha Perry and wife; and Luke Wood were 
seriously injured by falling walls and timbers of 
the various housea, Mr. Darnell in- 
tended to come to Atlanta and was counting out 
money forthatpurpose. When the storm struck 
his house it was shivered to atoms, and he and his 
little son were saved from instant death only by 
throwing themselves beside an immense trunk 
thai caught the falling timbers, Tate’s mill on 
Long swamp and the mill at Cool spring were both 
blown down. I reached Tates by the southward 


bound train about ten msnutes after 
the cyclone passed and saw the _ distressed 
inhabitants just as they were emerging from 


their demolished homes. The storm was blowing 
from southwest to northeast,”’ 
DAMAGE ALONG THE ROAD. 

‘‘How did you tind things as you passed along 
the road?’’ 

“We found the track of the storm three miles 
across,asI told you. The railroad track wasstrewn 
with timbers, and we had to take a great deal of 
time cutting our way through them. The hill-tops 
that in the morniug were covered with timber of 
acentury’sgrowth, in the afternoon looked like old 
fields. The telephone wire was down, and in fact 
nothing but devastation met the eyeon every 
hand. In thelowlands where ths trees were pro- 
tected only the tops, say thirty feet above the 
ground, would be snapped off, but ont of these 
valleys there was not a tree ofany sizo left standing 
so fac as | remember seeing. We came through so 
soon after the storm that we could not get full 
news, but you can rest assured that the storm was 
aterrible thing, and that the half has not been 


heard of.’’ 
SEVERAL CHILDREW KILLED. 


‘“‘At Canton,’’ said Colonel Towers, ‘‘we heard a 
most ¢istressing story. As the train stopped there 
a courier had just roje into town at a furious rate 
fora physician. He stated that seven miles above 
Canton a school had been dismissed on account of 
the threateniug aspect of the weather. Someof the 
children on their way home had stopped in an old 
house to escape the rain, Waile they were in there 
the storm struck the house, blowing it down and 
killing several children and wounding a number 
of others, That was a most distressing accident, It 
may be that subsequent developments will reveal 
ma. zy calamities just as terrible.”’ 


Out on the Railroads. 

Lest night a report reached the city that a train 
ou the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road had been blown from the track. Inquiry at 
the office of thecompauy developed the fact that 
they bad heard nothing of such an accident. It 
turned out thatit was nottrue. The Georgia la- 
cific road suffered cousiderably. Many trees were 
thrown across the track and it was impossi 
ble to run a train, 80 that 
the regular train did not come in at all last night. 
It took a siding 140 miles from the city. 

The storm struck the State road about the Elo- 
wah bridge, but below that point trees were blown 
across the track andit was necessary to stop the 
train and remove them. 

Ihe Central passenger train, due in Atlanta at 
11:15 last night did not reach the city until mid- 
night, The delay was due to the severe wind alovg 
the road. From Conductor Crosby THE CoNsTITU 
TION ascertained that the train rau into the storm 
below Macon, just about dark. The wind was 
rapid and violent, and the rain ard hail fell in 
torrents. While the train was stopping in Macon 
the storm was raging terribly, but Conductor 
Crosby ascertained no loss of life or destruction of 
property. The headlight of the engine drawing the 
train was demolished by the wind and hail. All 
along the line the atmosphere was exceedingly 
chilly. 

Mr. Henry Porter, of the Markham house, was at 
Jonesboro yesterday ,and he reports the wind storm 
as severe, but did not learn ofany damage. He 
says the clouds were the blackest, deepest and 
darkest he ever saw, and that everybody was 
uneasy. 

The Georgia road train ran through the storm 
below Madison, but the conductor and passengers 
kuow of no serious damage, The winds were 
exceedingly severe. The railroad wire is down, 

nd the Georgia office has been isolated and the 
operators have been absent virtually from the post 
since three o’clock yesterday evening. 
Coming Up Through Alabama. 

MoNTGOMERY, Ala., February i9'—A fearful cy- 
clone and rain storm swept over this section this 
afternoon, coming from an easterly direction, 
where the damage is greatest. It had nearly ex: 
peuded its fary oa reaching here. The damage in 
Columbus, Ga, Opelika and Eufaula, ts much 
greater than here, especially Columbus. A house 
fellon a woman in Opelika, fatally injuring her. 
The wires. fences, reofs and trees, are down. The 
steamer, Maggie Burke, was blown over the high 
overflowed Alabama, and lodged helplessly in the 
woods opposite Montgomery. The wind is very 
high still. 


Aleng the Cahaba Valiey. 
BremMiIncHaM, Alabama, February 19.—A ter- 
rible cyclone @swept over Cahaba valley to- 
day, and at Leed's station on the Georgia Pacific, 


fifteen miles from this city. every house was blown 
down, and six persons were killed, as follows:

Itis rumored that a good deal of damage was 
done at Oxmoor, six miles below here.

The wind has 
been blowing a perfect gale in this city ever since 
noon, and between twelve and one o'clock the city 
was visited with the severest rain and hail storm 
ever known. 


Striking Inte Georgia. 

COLUMBUS, Ga, February 19 —A terrific eyclone 
struck the eastern portion of the city at 12:30 to day. 
The jail was unroofed. The colored Baptist 
church was partly blown down. Trees, fences and 
numbeis of small buildings in Browneville and 
Lynnwood were destroyed The greatest damage 
done was at the depot yard, where the round house 
was blown down. Two small negroes were re- 
moved from the debris, one of them in a dying 
condition. They could not be identified. The 
round house contained six engines, all of which 
were rendered unfit for use. Indeed several of 
them werecompletely demolished. There wes not 
asiugle engine in the city except an old one used 
at the depot to shift cars, in consequence of which 
the passenger trains on the Mobile and Girard road 
was delayed several hours, The total 
damage from the cyclone in the city 
is probably $50,000. A hail and rain followed the 
wind, 

THE STORY OF THE CYCLONE. 

A terrific cyclone visited Columbus at12.15p m., 
to day. It struck the eastern portion of the town, 
and bore thenceiato the surburban villages of 
Bonesville and Linwood, sweeping everything 
before it. The wind was accompauied by sharp 
flashes of lightning, deafening roars of thunder, 
and blinding sheets of rain. After the excitement 
had abated somewhat, a CONSTITUTION representa: 
tive took a hack, and followed leisurely in the 
weke of the tornado. 

VISITING THE RUINS, 

The first place visited was the jai'. The tin roof 
of the jail and also the roof of the building, where 
the chaingang is kept, was torn off by the 
mighty winds, and strewn in bits several hundred 
yards awayin the path of the storm. The inmates 
of* the jail went down on their Knees, 
confident that their last hour on 
earth had arrived. The security of the jail was 
not damaged but the chain gang crew were sent to 
the guardhouse for protection against the weather, 
The damage to the jail will not exceed $10 L00. 
Leaving the jail the reporter drove down Mercer 
street to the colored Baptist church, the south 
end of which had been struck with such terrific 
force as to wrench the roof and brick from their 
places. The damage tothe building is considera. 
bie and it will probably require about five hun- 
dred dollars to put it in shape again. 

THE GREATE&T WEECK, 

The next place visited wasthe round house at 
the depot yard. Here there was about 20 persons 
atwork. Most of them noted the approach of the 
storm, and were just quitting the building when it 
waastruck. This seems to have been 
the chosen place for the storm king 
to get iu his destruciive work. In an instant after 
the cyclone struck the building it was in ruins. 
There were a great many negroes about the depot, 
and they set up such a howl that made one’s blood 
run cold with horror, But it was 
4 howling, and these poor, ignorant 
creatures suould not be blamed for expressing their 
feelings. Twosmall negroes were taken out from 
among the debris, and one ofthem,a little negro 
girl, whose name no one knew, was thought to be 
in a dying condition, She was unconscious at firet 
but afterwards revived, and afterwards sent home. 
The other was a negro boy about 8 years old, 
named John Jenkins, who came to the rouud hous@ 
to bring dinner tooue of the engineers. His in- 
juries were not as serious as was ai first supposed. 
There were six engines inthe round house, 
namaly: 

The Anctequibe. 

The Arnoid, 

Seale. 

The Honesty. 

The Uppaupie. 

The R. A. Lancaster. 

The Emerson Foote. 

All of these were so damaged that they were unfit 
for use. ILudeei some of them were almost com 
pletely wrecked, Several freight boxes were biown 
from the track and torn to pieces During the 
afternoon numbers of hands were engaged in clear- 
ing away the brick aud timbers from around the 
engines. The damage to the round house and its 
coutents will amount to tomethinug like $10,000, 
probably more. 

THE OIL MILLS UNROOFED, 

¥ollowing the course of the cyclone the reporter 
next visited the Muscogee oil mills, which had 
been unrocfed, and the thousands of bushels 
of cotton seed and meal which it 
contianed were left ex posed to the 
pelting rain. Fortunately againjno lives were lost 
here, though some of the negro hands at the mills 
persist that they had a narrow “cscape.’’ We 
guess they did. The damage to the buildings and 
their contents Will amount to about $50,000. Nearly 
all of the trees just north of the oil mills were 
blowk down, 

THE BLOW IN BONESVILLE, 

The ‘cyclone siruck Bonesville at the residence 
of Mr. Charley Williams, demolishing a brand new 
buggy, turning over chimneys, smail houses and 
fences generally throughout that litule suburb. A 
house ocecupied by a negro woman named Nettie 
Williams, and her five children, was blown down. 
It seems miraculous that all of them were not 
killed, but none sustained the slight- 
est. iojury. Several smali house on 
Mr. Charlies Webster’s place in Bonesville were 
blown down, also the chimneys of the dwelling 
house aud the fences about the yard, 

THE CYCLONE IN LINWOOD, 

The cyclone gave this beautiful little suburb only 
a slighttouch of its power. A good many treesand 
fences were blown down and a number of resi- 
dences were left chimneyiess. Among the latter 
those of Dr. C. B. Leitner and and the Messrs. 
Lloyd, the grove of Targeand. The beautiful china 
trees in front of Dz. Leitner’s were also almost 
completely destroyed. A tworoom house on the 
old Howard place was tern to pieces as if by magic, 
and two old negro women Ester Pratherand Emily 
Feld, sustained painful though not serious inju- 
ries. All of the warehouses except the Webster 
were parily unroofed, but the damage done was 
slight. The Alabama warehouse was injured to the 
amount of something like $600. 

DISASTER AT BIRMINGHAM, 
The entire city was well shaken up. 
A fire at Birmingham, on the C. & W. railroad, 
to-day destroyed property to the amount of $40,000, 
it is thought that the C. & W. depot was also 
destroyed, as all telegraphic communication 
between Opelika and that poiuat is entirely cat off. 

THE STORM IN OPELIKA, 

The wind storm in Opelika was severe, but no 
lives were lost. 


West Point Flooded. 

West Pornt, Ga., February 19.—The river at thie 
point has been swelling beyond its banks for sev- 
sral days. The storm which passed through to-day 
left great disaster in its path. Perfect sluices of 
rain, enough to justify Colonel Avery's recent 
Queen's Eoglish in tho Augusta Chronicle, began 
to descend. The streets were running with minai- 
ture rivers, The raijroad bridge is now only four 
fee: above water, with the flood still rising, and 
great danger is ahead. 


Rome Swamped by Rain. 

Rog, Ga., February 19—A terrific wind and 
rain storm visited the cily this afternoon. It com- 
menced about half past one o’elock, and continued 
at intervals until Broad street for several] squares 
was Completely flooded, while the signs and awn- 
ings flew in all directions. The rainfall was tre- 
mendous. There was a cousiderable fall of hail dur 
ing the storm. In East Rome the handsome frame 
residence of W. 8. Crane, in course of ereciion, was 
completely demolished, and about 1 000 residences 
were destroyed in the county. The barn of J. H. 
Dowdie, about two miles from town, was entirely 
destroyed. The loss is not yet known. A number 
of smali frame houses in the upper portion of the 
city were almost demolished. No loss of lifeia the 
city is reported. 

THE DISASTER AT CAVE SPRING, 

Advices just received from Cave Spring report a 
great loss of life. It is reported that 

MR. GILLIARD 

and YOUNG MR, GILLIARD 
were killed by the falling beams. 

TWO NEGKOES 
are also reported killed. 

MRS. HOKE 
was seriousiy injured, 

The family of 

MR. FORD 
were all seriously hurt. Onthe line of the East 
Tennessee railroad, below Cave spring, great loss of 
life is also reported. Reports are coming in from dif 
ferent portions ofthe country. Everywhere fences, 
barns and outhouses were demolished. Many ru- 
mors are currentas to the loss of life. The storm 
was the most terrific and destructive that has 
visited the country for years. The Oostanaula and 
Etowah rivers are rising,and serious apprehensions 
of an overflow are felt. 


The Loss of Life at Cave Springs. 

CAVE SPRINGS, February 19.--A fearful cyclone 
passed within a few miles of our village at twenty 
minutes to two o’clock this afternoon trom the 
southwest to the northeast. Such destruction was 
never seen before asthe storm. has left in its track. 

PROPERTY WRECKED, 

The dwe)ling and outhouses of Mr. T. G. Gaillard 
were all blown down, and Mr. Gaillard was killed 
outright. 

The beautiful residence of Captain J. B. Laps- 
ley, one mile from town, wus completly demolishéd, 
aud Miss Holt was woundéd severely. 

Dent & Conner’s fine merchant mill was blown 
down.

Yet 
in her heart there dwelt the consciousness that 
there was a God; thatthe moving world which she 
sawwas but the tracery of His finger; that 
somewhere beyond the light, behind the clouds, 
there was a concealed cousola- 
tion which might some day open her ears and ua- 
loose her tougue to ube greatness of His love. As 
the cloud became denser it seemed to shut out

THE RAILROAD KINGS IN WASH- 
INGTON. 
ED 
Meeting of the Southern Railway and Steamship As- 
soeiation im the Capital—a Compromise 8ub- 
mitted, to which the Prinei pals Disagree 
~—President Brown in the Chair. 


Special to The Constitution. 

WasHINGTON, February 19.—A special meet- 
ing of the Southern railway and steamship 
association convened at the Metropolitan 
hotel at noon to-day, President Brown 1n the 
chair. Every railroad and steamship compa- 
ny in the pool were represented, about 
seventy-five prominent railroad men béing 
present. “The meeting was called to consider 
the article of agreement to continue the pool, 
which was threatened with dissolution on ac- 
count of the quarrel between the Central and 


the Kast Tennessée, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad. Tiree dispute arose 
over freights from territory around 


Atlanta and Macon. The Central claimed 
thatcotton brought to Atlanta over the At 
lanta and West Point was its own local busi- 
ness, and was not subject to the pool because 
it controlled the West Point road. The East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia has been 
working up a through business over the South- 
western, paying the local rate to Macon and 
then carrying the freights northward over its 
own lines, The Central objects, and claims 


this business, On these and 
similar points the difference arose, 
and has become quite sharply defined. 


When the association met it was evidenced 
that Mr. Raoul, of the Central,and Mr. Fink, 
of the East Tennessee, were far apart, with 
no disposition on either hand to yield. An 
agreement which had been prepared was sub- 
mitted to the following members of the exec- 
utive committee, to prepare amendments 
which. might bring the contending parties 
together: Henry Fink, Ww. G, 
Raoul, John B. Peck, R. A. Anderson, 
hR. R. Bridgers, B. D, Hazel and A. L. Rives. 
The committee had a long session, and re- 
ported when the association reassembled to- 
night. They submitted a plan considered fair 
for the distribution of business in the dispu- 
ted territory. This was put to a vote, and 
unanimously agreed to, except by Mr. Fink. 
Then it was moved that the pool continue 
until June under the present regulations. To 
this Mr. Raoul objected, as the cotton over the 
Atlanta and West Point is now prorated. This 
gentleman seemed more animated than ever 
in their difference. It was evident that no 
agreement could be reached, and the meeting 
adjourned to ten o'clock to-morrow. Every- 
body is for peace and a continuation of the 
pool, except FinkSand Raoul. Mr. Clyde, of 
the Clyde syndicate, and other leading spirits, 
are to-night earnestly trying to pacify the 
belligerent element. At midnight it is be- 
lieved that some compromise will be effected 
to-morrow, though the last expression beard 
from Raoul was that the disputed territory 
was the Central’s own property, while Fink 
still declared it is and must remain competi 
tive ground, 
WHAT THE POOL DID, 

By Associated Press, 


The association assembled at half-past eight 
o’clock in secret session. The committee to 
which was referred the points of differenee 
between the Central railroad company of 
Georgia and the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad made its report in the shape 
of a set of resolutions, the purport of which 
was that the company belonging to the 
association was entitled to the 
exclusive control of its local 
traffic brought to competive points. The 
resolutions were’adopted, whereupon Mr, Fink, 
representing the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad company, regarding the 
action of the meeting as a decision against 
his company, gave notice that it would retire 
from the association.

HE SHOT BACK® 


The Testimesy ef a Benevolent Leoking Geatioman 
From Danvilie. 

Wasuinoton, February 19 —W. P. Groves, 
white, commission merchant of Danville, an 
intelligent, benevolent looking gentleman, 
sixty-three years of age, was the first witness 
called in the Danville investigation to-day. 
He said he took little interest in politics, ex- 
cept to vote. He did, however, attend the 
opera house meeting of November 3, and he 
bad signed the Danville circular and approved 
its contents. He saw nowomen and chil- 
dren,only men,in the crowd of negroes during 
the riot. He was not at the scene 
of the riot when the firing began, but wag 
going toward his place of business, which was 
in that direction. He was armed and fired 
four shots into the crowd of colored people, 
He fired because he was never yet abie to 
stand and allow a man to sboot at him or 
strike at him witheut retaliation. He de- 
scribed each of his shots in detail. The 
colored men were firing in his direction. 
The firing forasbort time was as hot as he 
ever saw. The witness was a soldier during 
the Mexican war, and a confederate officer 
during the rebellion. He bought bis revolver 
a month before the riot. The witness did not 
know of any secret political organization in 
Danville, except the democratic clubs. The 
witness denied that he shot Charlies Adama, 
Discribing the scene he arose and said that he 
saw Charies Adams approaching him, trying 
to escape from the crowd. Adams threw up 
his arms and asked witness not to fire. Witness 
told Adams to go into a store, Shortly after- 
wards Adams came out of the store and ran 
away. The witnessed ‘‘halioed’’ at him, tell- 
ing him to go back into the store, 
Adams turned and threw up his arms, 
begging witness and others not toshoot, At 
this time Adams was shotinthearm, Wit- 
ness did not know whether he hit any one. 
He would not say he fired without intending 
to hit any one, but he saw one fall as a result 
to hig shooting. He had purchased his re- 
velver because he anticipated a difficulty 
with the negroes. The witness described 
several personal difficulties he had with the 
negroes. On one occasion, a few weeks 
before the riot, he had been insulted and 
threatened by a negro, and replied only by 
Striking him with his cane. Witness 
was arrested and fined for this offense. The 
justice had asked if witness was in bodily 
fear, and witness had replied in the negative 
hence the fine. Witness said the rumor had 
become current the day before. the election 
that the negroes were to have a torchlight 
procession before daylight, on election day, 
and were to march in three columns to the 
polis next day and take possession of them. 

Senator Lapham—Was there any prede- 
termination on the part of the democrats to 
break up the procession if it did take place? 

Witness—No, sir. I will tell you frankly, 
sir, there was no understanding to that effect, 
but if it had been attempted it would 
have brought about a collision. 

In reply to Senator Vance witness said he 
drew his revolver and fired for self-protection. 
The bullets where whistling about his’ ears, 
and from their direction they could not have 
rome from white men. He did not, how- 
ever, see any pistols in the hanas of the col- 
ored men. Witness said social and other 
influences had combined for ayear te prevent 
the negroes from voting the democratic ticket, 
There was no conspiracy among the whites 
to bring on ae =—riot, but on “the 
cont the influence of the whites 
was exerted the utmost to prevent a collision, 
As soon as firing was over witness mounted a 
horseand went home. A letter bad been 
intercepted, which conveyed the information 
that if the fighting took piace down town, the 
women andchildrenin the borders of the 
town were to be murdered in their houses, 
In reply to Senator Lapham, witness said he 
went with the otbers from Darville to New 
Design, with others, to see how the election 
was going.

The rever- 
end gentleman wae one. of the most eloquent 
African preachers in the state, popular with his 
congregations wherever he went, and especially 
with the female portion of it. Unfortunately for 
him. he hed married in early life before bis great 
ness had dawned upon him, and the wife who bad 
ministered to his wants when he was but a laborer, 
did vot meet the requirements of a popular preach- 
er'sspouse. His pastoral visits, which were fre- 
quent and sometimes hong-continued, brought him 
within the charmed circ'e of Ethiopian beauty, to 
which he feila ready victim, while his neglected 
wife at home poured her troubles into the ears of 
her neighbors. Soon the matter re ached ths ears of 
geveral brethren on the circuit, who remonstrated 
with the divine on the neglect of. his lawful wife 
Inch by inch the sirens led the preacher away, un- 
til he spent all his money upon others, and left his 
wife dependent upon the wash tub When the 
names were being called in order to have their 
‘characters passed, a sage brother suggested that the 
offending preacher be cited before a commi:tee to 
anewer to “certain matters.’’ In this secret tribu- 
nal he was met with the charge of having failed to 
support his wife in a manner creditable to the 
ministry. The committee laid down the ultimatum 
that in order to have his name _ passed, 
he would have to make provisions, 
for thesupport of his wife. At last it was arranged 
that one-half of his salary should be placed in the 
handsof the chairman of the committee, which 
should be by him paid over to the wife, after which 
the reverend gentleman might disport himself, 
among the lambs in a Christian manner.

THE GREAT STORM. 

The storm which entered the state througa 
Alabame from the gulf yesterday, passing in_ 
@ northeasterly direction to its point of 
exit, but followed the well known course 
of all previous cyclones, which have been 
recored since 1504, 

Im its track it has swept away the heav- 
iest obstacles as if they were but mere 


blades of grass; it has destroyed buildings 


valued at many thousand dollars; it has 


laid waste life to an extent perhaps never 


before known. The full details must bring 


a harrowing tale, when the first meagre de- 
tails are so weighted with disasater. 

It was eleven o'clock last night before Tar 
ComsTiTvuTiIon could reach its correspondents, 


and the result laid before our readers this 


morning shows the perfect system which has 
been established for the collection of news, 
and the certainty with which Tae ConstitTv- 
TION will meet its obligation to supply the 
earliest news to the people. 


THE RIGHT KIND OF IMMIGRANTS. 
During the period just subsequent to the 
war there was a good deal of wild talk about 
immigration. The range of much of the 
talk and writing on the subject was between 
folly and impracticability, but the sufficient 
excuse for allof it was that the period was 
full of doubt and confusion, to say nothing 
of acertain sort of desperation that had 
seized upon the people. The problem which 
the south inherited from the war was, and is 
of more importance than the war itself. 
Realizing this in a dim, vague way, it is 
natural that we should have sought to divert 
ourselves by discussing the question of 
immigration. It is natural, moreover, that a 
great many impratticable ideas should have 
been brought to the surface. — 
One.of these was the idea that the south 
e¢ @ class of immigrants,who would con- 
Du) work as day laborers to take the place‘ot 
fegroes on the plantations and farms. A 
At mapy arguments, a good dead of time 
od considerable amounts of money were 
wasted first and last to give force and effect 
to a wholly impracticable idea. But the ten- 
sion of hope and expectation in regard to im- 
migration has been greatly relaxed of late, 
so that it may be said, if public opin- 
ion has not lost all interest in the matter, at 
any rate everybody is now willing to let 
events take their natural and inevitable 
course. If immigrants of the right sort choose 
to conie well and good; if they chocs: to go 
elsewere, well and good. . 
This is not, as might be supposed, the re- 
suit of aspirit of indifference, but rather a 
mark of that patience and serenity that have 
excited the admiration of everybody except 
the native-born republicans and the imported 
republican officeholders. For while our pevo- 
ple are waiting for events to shape themselves, 
they are engaging in such enterprises and 
improvements as their means and opportuni- 
ties will justify. As they drive. along the 
road becomes smoother, and now they are in 
@ position to go at a gait which bears 
some relation to both a fox-trot 
cndacanter, Meanwhile they are prepared 
to give a warm welcome to all who may feel 
inclined to take advantage of their climate, 


soil and resources. 


We have observed symptoms in some of the 
counties that seem to indicate opposition to 
immigration of any sort, but these symptoms 
do gross injustice to the real attitude of the 
people. If such a feeling of opposition ex- 
isted to any great extent, it would betray a 
lack of judgment that cannot possibly exist 
side by side with reasonable intelligence. 
There is a class of immigration not only 
highly desirable, but actually necessary 
to the complete development of the state. 
Immigrants who propose to buy land ought 
to be made the objects of encouragement, for, 
within reasonable bounds, they may be re- 
garded as promoters of the prosperity of the 
Biate. There is nota county in Georgia in 
which the appearance of twenty immigrants 
in search of land would not measyrably, if 


not materially, addto the value of land. 
Productiveness is one of the elements of land 
value, but it is only under certain conditions 
that it is a prime element. In Georgia, where 
all the land is more or less productive, or can 
be made so with little or no _ trouble, 
demand becomes the prime ele- 
ment, and this demand can only be created 
by an accession to the population of those 
who desire to buy land. 

We do not allude, of course, to the specula- 
tive concerns, chiefly made up of foreign 
capitalists, that are engaged in buyiag up 
great bodies of southern lands as invest- 
ments, Such purchases not only add nothing

We should no' give Bismarck 
anv cause to think that he had any justification for 
this contempt by treating insult with 
indifference. It must be especially 
unpleasant for the German Ameri- 
cans to observe an estrangement taking place be- 
tween the United Statesand Germany; still they 
will be the last ones who will show the leastincli- 
nation to recommend ar indifferent treatment of 
such anit sult. Their admiration , for Bi-marck is 
by no means what it has been, and bismarcx is not 
for them the demi god which he may be in his 
native couniry. In every measure the govern 
mentof the United States may take, in order to 
defend the dignity of the country against the inso- 
lence and malice of the German government, it 
will have the full support of the German-Amer- 
icaus.”’ 


A WOMAN’S STRANGE WVILL. 


The Eeonoemles of a Lifetime te be Expended ia 
Funera! tomp. 

New YorK, February 19 —Keziah B. Blackourn, 
of Brooklyn, denied herself comforts for fifty years 
that she might be expensively buried and that her 
grave might receive daily attention. Her parents, 
formerly in-good circumstances, lost their property 
when she was young, and, dying, were given 
paupers’ graves.

John Thomes, the negro man who killed

Fairburn, lest Christmas one year ago, in 
Campbel: county, is now resting under his 
of death.

trial which terminated in a verdict of guilty 
anda death sentence. He was then brougit 
to Atianta and placed in the Fulton county 
jail, where be remained while his attorneys 
carried the case to the supreme court. During 
the pencing of the case in the supreme court 
the day fixed for Thomes’s execution arrived 
and passed, Finally the su- 
preme court reached the case and 
reiused [0 interfere with the sentence of the 
Campbell superior court, thereby sealing the 
murderer's dvom. — Last Friday [Themas wads 
carried back to Fairburn and resentenced. 
This time the judge informed him that he 
would have to die on the eleventh day of 
Apri next Day befqre yesterday Thomas 
was brought back to Atlanta, and is now in 
the Fulton coumty jail, where he will 
rewain until the day for his execution comes 
to hand. Ever since being brought to Atlauta 
he pas been sullen and defiant, and has con- 
stanly asserted that he would never be hung. 

TORE TURNER 8 *ECOND SENTENCE. 

Yesterday Tube Llurner was taken back to 
Meriwether county to be resentenced. Turner 
isa wuile man, and has been confined in the 
Fulion county jail for nearly three 
years. About that length of time ago Turner 
shot and ki'leda man named Snutties, in 
Greenville. Detween Shuttles and Turner 
there wes an cld fued and the killing was a 
great sensation at the timeit happened. Tur- 
nerand bis friends claimed that it war done 
in se f defense, while Shuttles’s friends were 
equally zealous in asserting that the killing 
wasa cold blooded murder. Turner's trial 
wis a0 jmuportunt chapterin the history of 
Meriwether county, and during its progress 
the courthouse was constantly thronged. His 
friends made every exertion to save him, 
while his victim's friends were as energetic 
ijn prosecuting bim. Both sides had the best 
lawyers in that section of the state, and the 
fight wasa bitterone. The jury ended their 
labors by a verdictof guilty without any 
recommendation, and the presiding judge 
sentenced him to death. The death senience 
did notinduce Turner's triends to abandon 
him, and the case after mapy vicissitudes left 
the supreme cougt, whither they bad caused 
itto be taken. The supreme court deciined 
to interfere, and to-day furner will receive a 
new sentence of death. Turner is a young 
man, and duriog his confinemeni in the Ful- 
tou county jail has conducted himself prop- 
eriy.

A MEETING OF MANUFACTURERS 
HELD YESTERDAY. 


A Report by MY. Barna as to What He Accomplished 
for the Atlanta Manufacturers by His New Or- 
leans Trip—An Interesting Meeting—Talks 
by Different Manufacturers, Etc. 


The manufacturer’s meeting at the mayor's 
office yesterday morning was well attended.

On motion of Mr. J. P. Stevens the report 
Was received and accepted. 

Mr. H. I. Kimball asked if Mr. Barna had 
formulated a plan for the organization of the 
work and the raising of the needed general 
fand, 

Mr. Barna said that he had not done so yet. 

Governor Bullock stated that the commit- 
tee appointed atthe first meeting had been 
charged with the work of investigating the 
| ropriety of making the collective exhibit, to 
see if the necessary space could be secured 
and to see if the manufacturers would join 
in. He said that the investigation was most 
gratifying, as many indusiries had been 
fund that he did rot dream 
had existence here. “Why,” he 
said ‘‘I did not know until this morning that 
we had anitrate of silver factory here.
